ORDINANCE 

to provide for special measures to ensure the public safety and interest and to 
prevent any grave menace to the security of India 

Whereas an emergency has arisen which renders it necessary to provide for 
special measures to ensure the public safety and interest, and prevent any 
grave menace to the security of India; 

Ano whereas the Governor- General has declared by Proclamation under 
section 102 of the Government of India Act, 19fl5 (20 Geo. 6, c. 2) that a grave 
emergency exists whereby the security ot India is threatened by internal 
disturbance'; 

Now, thbbeforb, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 42 of the 
(.lovemment of India Act, 1035 (26 Geo. 6, c. 2), the Governor-General is 
pleased to make and promulgate the following Ordinance: — 

OHAFTER I 
Preliminary 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (2) This Ordinance may be 
culled the Public Safety Ordinance, 1948. 

(U) It extends to all the Provinces of India, and also to every Acceding State 
to the extent to wh ch the Dominion Legislature has power to make laws 
for that State as respects the matters dealt with in this Ordinance, and it 
applies also-' 

(a) to servants of the Crown in any part of India; 

(b) to 'British subjects who are domiciled in any part of India, wheri?- 
ever they may be; 

(o) In respect of ’the regulation and discipline of -any military, naval 
or air force raised in India, to members of, and persons attached to. 
employed with, pr following, that forc<>, wherever they may be; 

(d) to, and to persons rm, ahips and airpraft registered lb India, where- 
ever they may be. 

(3) It phal) obine into force at once. 

(iwai) 
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2. Deflnltion. — tu this Ordinance, unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context, “appropriate G-ovomment’'— 

{a) in a (Jovernor’s Province, ineaiis tlie Provincial (ioverxunent in 
relation to any of ilie matters enumerated in the Provincial and Concurrent 
Legislative Lists in the Seventh Schedule to the Oovermnent of India Act, 
1935, and the Central Government in relation to any other matter; 

(b) elsewhere in India, means the Central Government in relation to 
all matters. 


CHAPTER H. 

Emergency powers. 

3. Power to make rules. — (I) The appropiriato Government may, by notitioa- 
tion in the official Gazette, make such rules as appear to it to be necessary or 
expedient tor securing the public safety, tho maintenance of public oi'der, 
the maintenance of supplies and services essential to the life of the com- 
munity, or for preventing any grave menace to the-'security of India, 

(3) Without prejudice to the generality of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (i), the rules may jtrovide for, or may empower any authority to make 
orders providing for, all or any of the following matters, namely : — 

(() prohibitiug anything likely to prejudice the training, discipline or 
health of Eis Majesty’s Indian forces; 

(ii) preventing any attempt to tamper witli the loyalty of persons in, or 
to dissuade (otherwise than with advice given in good faith to the person 
dissuaded for his benefit Or that of any member of his family or any of 
his dependents) persons from entering, the service of His Majesty; 

(hi) ensuring the safety and welfare of His Majesty’s Indian forces, 
ships and aircraft; 

(tv) preventing the spreading, without lawful authority or excuse, of 
false reports, or the prosecutiou of any pmiiose likely to cause disaffeofiou 
Or alarm, or to prejudice His Majesty’s relations with foreign powers or 
to prejudice the maintenance of peaceful conditions in any tribal area 
or to promote feelings of enmity and hatred between different classes of 
His Majesty’s subjects; 

Explanation . — ’To point out, without malicious iuteiition and with an 
honest viow to their removal, matters which are producing, or have a 
tendency to produce, feelings of enmity or hatred between different classes 
of His Majesty’s subjects does iiot amount to promoting such feelirigs 
within the meaning of this clause; 

(v) preventing anything likely to prejudice in any way the successful 
conduct of any operations in which His Majesty’s Indian forces may be 
engaged; ' 

(ui) requiring the publication of news and information; 

(nii) regulating the conduct of persons in respect of areas the control 
of which is considered necessary or expedient, and the removal of persona 
from such areas ; 

(viU) requiring any person or class of persons to comply with any 
scheme for securing the public safety or intereBt or preventing any grave 
menace to the security of India; 
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(ix) ensuring the Bidety of — 

(a) ports, dockyards, Jightbouses, iLght-ships and aerodromes, 

(h) railways, tramways, roads, canals and all other means of trans- 
port by land or water, 

(cj telegraphs, post offices, signalling apparatus and all other 
means of communication, 

(d) sources of water-supply, works fur the supply of water, gas or 
electricity, and all other works for purposes of a jjubiic character, 

(e) vessels, aircraft, trauspori, vehicles as defined in the Motor 
Vehicles Act, 1980 (IV of 1989), and rolhng stock of railways and 
tramways, 

(f) warehouses and all other places used or intended to be used for 
Bt<irage purposes, 

(pj mines and factories, 

(h) all works and structur-es being part of, or counect&d with, 
anything hereinbefore mentioned in this clause, and 

( 2 ) any other place or thing used or intended to be used for the 
purposes of Govermnent or a local authority, or the protection of 
which it is considered necessiiry or e-vpedient for scouring the public 
safety or the maintenance of public order or for mamtaining supplies 
and services essential to the life of the community or for preventing 
any grave menace to the security of India; 


(xj the apprehension and detention in custody of any ijerson whom 
the authority empowered by the rules to apprehend or detain, as the 
case may be, suspects, on grounds appeariog to such authority to be 
reasonable, of having acted, acting, being about to act, or being likely 
to act in a manner prejudicial' to the public safety or interest, the main- 
tenance 6f public order, His Majesty’s relations with foreign powers, or 
the maintenance of poacefu) conditions in any tribal area, or with respect 
to whom such authority is satished that his apprehension and detention 
are necessary for the purpose of ^eventing him from acting in any such 
prejudicial manner, the prohibition of such person from entering or' 
residing or remaining in any area, and the compelling of such person to 
reside and remain in' any ar'ea, or to do or abstain from rloing anything; 

(xi) the control of persons entering, departing from, or travelling in, 
India, and of foreigners residing or being in India; 

(xii) prohibiting or regulating traffic, and tJje use of vessels, buoys, 
lights and signals, in ports and territorial, tidal and inland waters; ' 

(xiii) restricting tlie charter of foi’cign vc.sacls; 

(ojfu) regulating the structure and equipment of vessels for the pur- 
pose of ensuring the safety thereof and of persons therein; 

(xv) regulating work in dockyards and shipyards in respect of the 
coiistruotion and repair,? of vessels; 


{XVI) prohibiting or regulating tlie sailings of vessels from ports, traffic 
at aerodromes and the movement of aircraft, and traffic on railways 
tramways and roads and reseiwing, ami requiring to be adapted, for the 
use of the appropriate Government, all or any accommodation in vessels 
aircraft, railways, tramway.s or road vehicles for the carriage of iiersons’ 
animals or goods; 

(xvii) impressment of vessels, aircraft, vehicles and animals for 
transport; 
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{xviii) probibitinjj or regulating the use' of postal, Lelegrapb or tele- 
j- phonic services, including the taking possession of such services and the 
delaying, seizing, intercepting or interrupting of postal articles or telegra- 
phic or telephonic messages; 

(aritr) regulating the delivery, otherwise than by postal or telegraphic 
service, of postal articles and telegrams; 

(aKc) the control of agriculture, trade or industry for the purpose of 
regnlating or increasing the supply of, and the obtaining of hi formation 
with regard to, articles or things of any description whatsoever wdiich can 
be used in connection with any operations in which His Majesty’s Indian 
forces may be engaged, or for maintaining supplies and services essential 
to the life of the community; 

{x^i) ensuring the ownership and control of mines by British subjects 
domiciled in Lidia; 

{xxii) controlling the possession, use or disposal of, or dealing in, coin, 
bullion, bank notes, currency notes, securities or foreign exchange; 

{xxiii) the control of any road or pathway; of any waterway, ferry or 
bridge; or of any river, oana* or other source of water-supply; 

{xxiv) the requisitioning of any property, movable or immovable, includ- 
ing the taking possession thereof and the issue of any orders in respect 
thereof ; 

(xxu) prohibiting or regulating the possession, use or disposal of — 

(a) explosives, inflammable substanees, arms and ammunitions 

of war, 

(b) vessels, 

(o) wireless telegraphic apparatus, 

(d) aircraft, and 

(fl) photographic and signalling apparatus and any means of record- 
ing information; 

(ziTci) prohibiting or regulating the bringing into, or taking out of, 
India of goods or articles of any description (including coin, bullion, 
bonk notes, currency notes, securities and foreign exchange), and applying 
the provisions of the Bea Customs Act, 1878 (Vlil of 1878), and in particu- 
lar section 19 thereof, to such prohibitions and regulations; 

(irxtn'i) prohibiting or regulating the bringing into, or tailing out of, 
India and the possession, use or transmission of ciphers and other secret 
means of communicating information; 

(cKcviii) prohibiting or ’ regulating the publication of inventions and 
designs ; 

(a»(x) preventing the disclosure of official secrets; 

(tRE®) prohibiting or regulating meetings, assemblies, fairs and 
prooessionB; 

(ijKci) preventing or bontrolling any use, calculated to prejudice the 
public safety or the maintenance of public order, of uniforms, flags and 
insignia and of anything similar thereto; 

(aascit) ensuring the accuracy of any report or declaration legally re- 
quired of any person; 

[xxxiii) preventing the unauthorised change of names; 
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{xxxiv) preventing anything likely to cause misapprehension in respect 
of the identity of any oltiedal person, oliicial document or official property 
or in respect of the identity of any person, dooiuneiit or property purport- 
ing to be, or resembling, an olficiui person, official document or official 
prop 'rty; 

(.r-z'a: r) entry into, and bcarch of, any place reasona'bly suspectelS of 
being used lor any purpose lu'c. judicial to the public safety or interest, and 
lor the seizure aud disposal of anything found there and reasonably sps- 
pected of being used for such purpose. 

(dj The rules made under sub-section (i) may further— 

(i) provide for the arrest and trial of persons contravening any of the 
rules or any order issued thereunder; 

(ii) provide that any contravention of, or any attempt to contravene, 
and any abetment of or attempt to abet tho contravejitiou of, any of the 
provisions of the rules, or any order issued under any such provision, shall 
be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to seven 
years or wifh fine or with both ; 

{Hi) provide for the seizure, detention and forfeiture of any property 
in respect of which such contravention, attempt or abetment as is referred 
to in the preceding clause has been cornniittcd aud for the adjudication of 
such forfeiture whether by a Court or by any other authority; 

{iv) prescr.be the dut’cs and powers of public servants 'and other 
persons as regards prevcnligg the contravention of. or seciiriug the obser- 
vance of, the rules or any order issued thereunder; 

{v) provide for preventing obstruction and deception of, and dis- 
obed enoe to, any person acting, and interference with any notice issued, 
in pursuance of tho rules or any order issued thereunder, 

(vi) prohibit attempts by any person to screen from punishment any 
one, other than the husband or wife of such person, contravening any of 
the rules or any order issued thereunder; 

{vii) empower or direct any autliority to take such action as may be 
specified in the rules or us may seem necessary to such authority for the 
purpose of ensuring the public safety or interest; 

{viii) provide for charging fees in respect of the grant or issue of any 
licence, permit, certificate or other document for the purposes of the rules. 

(4) The appropriate Government may by order direct that any power or 
duty which by rule under sub-section (Tj is conferred or imposed upon such 

■ Tioverninent shall, in such circumstances and under such conditions, if any, 
as may be specified in the d reotion, be exercised or discharged by any officer 
or authority subordinate to such Goverument or by any other authority. 

(5) A Provincial Government may, by order, direct that any powder or duty 
which by rule made by the Central Government under sub-section {!) is conferred 
or imposed on the Provincial Government, or which, being by such rule confen'ed 
or imposed on the Central Cov-ernmenf, has been directed under sub-section (4) 
to be exercised or discharged by the Provincial Government, shal', in such circum- 
stances aud under such conditioms, if any, ;»! may be .specified in the direction, 
be exercised or disch.argcd by any officer or uuthority, not being (except in the 
case of a Chief Commissioner's Province) an officer or authority subordinate 

^to the Central Governraent. 

(6) Any rule made by the Central Government under sub-section (1) may 
confer powers and impose duties or authorise the conferring of powers and 
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iujliubitiOii of dutitiii upon lUe UovoriimBiit; of u-ri Aoctjding State or officers 
.irivi uulhoriticB thei-eof to be design;! ied for the purpose by the Government 
of that State. 

4. EHect of rules, etc., fficonaistent with other enactmehts. — Any rule 
made undei’ section 3, and any (.irder made under any such rule, shall have 
effect jnotvitlmtandmg anythmg lucoiiHistcnt therewith contained in any enact- 
ment other than the Essential buxjpliea ^Temporary Powers) Act, 1946 (XXIV 
of 1946)', or tins Ordinance or in any instrument having elfect by viitue of any 
euactment utiier than the Act aforesaid or this Ordinance. 

5. Special powers to control clviliah personnel employed In connection with 
His Majesty’s Indian forces. — The Geutinl Government may, by notification 
in the official Gazette, direct by general or special order that any xiersons who, 
not being mcinbeis of His Majesty's Indian forces, are attached to, or employed 
with, or following, those forces, shall bo subject to military, naval or air force 
law, and til Ti 'lip' n such persons sliall bo subject to discipline, and liable to' 
jiunishmeut tui' oii'ences, under the Indian Amiy Act, 1911 (VIII of 1911J, 
tiie Indian Navy (Uiscipline) Act, 1934 (XXXIV of 1934), or the Indian Air 
Force Act, 1932 (XIV of 1932), as the case rnay require, as if tliey were iticluded- 
in such class of (lersunB subject to any of those Acts as may be specified in the 
notification. 

6. Enhanced penalties.— (I) If any peison, with intent to wage war against 
His Majesty or to assist any persons waging war with His Majesty, contravenes 
any provision of the rules made under section 8 or any order issued under any 
suoti rule, he shall be xiunishable with death, or transportation for life, or 
imprisomrient for a term which may extend to ten years, and sliall also be liable 
to fine. 

(2) If any person — 

(a) contravenes any such provision of, or any such rule or order made 
under, the Indian Aircraft Act, 1984 (XXII of 1934), as may be notified in 
this behalf by the Central Government, or 

(b) in any area notified in this behalf by a Provincial Government, 
contravenes any such provision of, or any such rule made under, the Indian 
Arms Act, 1878 (XI of 1878). the Indian Explosives Act, 1884 (IV of 1884), 
Or the Explosive Substances Act, 1908 (VI of 1908), as may be notified 
in this behalf by the Provincial Government, 

he shall, notwithstanding anything contained in any of the aforesaid Acts or 
rules made thereunder, be punisliable witli inprisonment for a term which may 
extend to five years, or, if his intention is to wage war against His Majesty or 
to assist any persons waging war witli His Majestry, with death, transportation 
for life, or imprisonment for a term which may extend to ton years, and shall in 
eitlier case also be liable to fine. 

(d) For the purposes of this section, any person who attempts to contravene. 
Or abets or attempts to abet or docs any act preparatory to a contravention of, 
a provision of any law, rule or order, shall be deemed to have contravened that 
provision. , 

7. Amendment of certain Acts — -y) Section 5 of the Indian Official Secrets 
Act, 1923 (XIX of 1923), shall iiave effect as if^ — 

(a) in sub-section (1) thereof, after the words “in such a place” the 
words “or which relates to, or is used in, a protected area, as defined in 
the rules made under the Piibhc Safety Ordinance, 1948, or relates to any- 
thiug in such an area” had been inserted; and

Supplemental. 

8. .Ordinary avocations of life to be interfered with as little as possible.— 

Any 'authority or person acting in pursuance of this Ordinance shall interfere witt 
the ordinary avocations of life and the cnjoynient of property as little as may b< 
consonant with the purposes of this Ordinance. 

9. Savings as to o dera.^ — (1) No order made in exercise of any power con 
ferred by or under this Ordinance shall he called in question in any Court, 

(2) Where an order purports to have been made and signed by any authority 
in exercise of any power conferred bv or under th’s Ordinance, a Court shall 
within the meaning of the Indian Evidence Act 1872 (I of 1872), presume tha 
such order was so made bv that authrntv. 

19, Protection ot action taken under Ord'nance.— fD No suit, nrosecution o) 
other legal proceeding shall lie against any person for anvthmg which is in gooc 
faith done or intchdefi to ho done in nursuance of th's Ordnance or any rule mad* 
thereunder or any orders issued under any such rule. 

(2> Save as otherwise exn’-essly provided bv or under th's Ordinance, no sui 
or other legal proceeding shall lie against the Central or a Provincial Govornmen 
for anv damage caused or lilmlv to ho caused bv anvihing in good faith done oi 
intended to be done in pursuance of th s Ord nance or any rules made there 
under or any orders issued under anv such rule. 

11. Powers and functions and legal protection ol mll’tary and police foroei 
ol Acceding States when employed on m'lHary or poPce duties in tho Prov'nces o' 
India.— When anv members of the military or police forces of an Acceding 
State are, with the authority of the Central or a Provincial Government, em 
ployed in any Province of India on military or police duties, then 

(a) sections 128, 130 and I?! of the Code of Criminal Procedure 
1898 (V of 1898) shall apply to officers, non-commissioned officers anc 
men of the military force of such Acceding State when so employed, as ii 
^ey were officers, non-commissioned officers and Soldiers respectively oJ 
His Majesty’s Indian land forces; 

(h) any provision of law for the time being in force which invests 
a police officer in any Province of India with any status, power or function 
shall operate to invest a police officer of equiva’ent rank in the police force 
of such Acwding State with the like status, power and hinction ; and foi 
the purposed of tho Coda of. Criminal Procedure, 1898 (V of 1898) an officer 
m any such force not below the rank equivalent to that of ft sub'-intfpaoW 
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of police in a Province of India 'shall be ueeiired to be an oliicei'-in-charge of 
a police station; 

(c) any provision of law for the time being in force which gives protec- 
tion, whefner specifically' or othei'v ise, to members of His Majesty ’s Indian 
military forces or of the police forces in the Provinces of India from or in 
respect of any prosecution or other legal proceedings or from or in respect 
of any other, liability shall apply also to members of tlie military force or 
the police force of an Acceding State when so employed. 

I2. Compensatioin to be paid in accordance with certain principles for com- 
pulsory acquisition of immovable property, etc. — (1) Where under section 13 
or under any rule made under this Ordinance,' any action is taken of the 
nature described in sub-section {£) of section 299 of the Government of India 
Act, 1935, there shall be paid compensation, the aiiioimt of vs-hich shall be 
determined in the manner, and in' accordance with the principles, hereinafter 
set out, that is to s'ay, — 

(a) where' the amount of compensation can be lixetl by agreement, it 
shall be paid in accordance with such agreement; 

(b) where no such agreement <rau be reached, the appropriate Govern- 
ment shall appoint as ai-bitrator a person qualihed under sub-section (3) 
of section 220 of the Goverunieiit of India Act, 1935, for appointment as a 
Judge of. a 'High Court; 

(dj the appropriate Goveiniuent may, in any paiTicular case, nomi- 
nate a person*having expeit knowledge as to the nature of the property 
acquired, to assist the arbitrator,' and where such nomination is made, the 
person to be compensated may also nominate an assessor for the said 
purpose ; 

^d) at tlie eommeneeinent of the proceedings before the arbitrator, the 
appropriate Goverufhent and the person to be compensated shall state what 
in their respective opinions is a fair amount of compensation; 

(^e) the arbitrator iu making his award shall have regard to — 

(i)^the provisions of sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Laud 

Acquisition Act, 1894 (1 of 1894), so far as the same can be made 

applicable; and! ' 

(it) whether the acquisition is of a permanent or temporary 

character ; 

(/) -an appeal shall lie to the High Court against an award of an arbi- 
trator except ill cases where the amount thereof does not exceed an amount 
prescribed in this behalf by rule made by the appropriate Government ; 

■(g) save as provided in this section and iu any rules made thereunder, 
nothing in any law for the time being in force shall apply to arbitrations 
under this section. 

(2) The appropriate Government may make rules for the purpose of carrying 
into effect the provisions of this, section. 

(3) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power, such rules may prescribe — 

(a) the procedure to be followed in arbitrations under this section; 

(b) the principles to be followed in apportioning the cost of proceeding! 
before the arbitrator and on appeal; 

j (c) the maximum amount of an award against which no appeal shall lie 

18. Power to acquire requisitioned property — (l) Without prejudice to any 
power to acquire property conferred by any rule made under this OrdinMioe

may, in the manner provided by any such rules for the acquisition of property,

14. Relewe from reqnisition.-(f) Where any property requisitioned under 
any rule made under tins Ordinance is to be released from such requisition, the 
Government by which or under whose authority the property was requisitioned 
or any person generally or specially authorized by it.iu this behalf may. after 
sfich enquiry, if any, as it or he may in any ease consider it necessary to make
